KENTUCKY CROP REPORT. 

The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture make following crop report for 
Kentucky of week ending July 11th; 

The past week has been very much 
a repetition of the week preceding; 
showery weather with normal tem- 
perature, favorable for general growth, 
but impeding cultivation, harvesting 
and threshing. Rain occurred quite 
generally every day but two. 

The wheat crop is about cut and 
j threshing is in progress in all sections 
; of the State. Wheat was damaged 
! in the shock to some extent, but re- 
ports where threshing has been done 
are that the y r ield is very good and 
the quality most excellent. Thresh- 
i ing has been greatly hindered by the 
1 continued rains, while a good many 
j fields of ripe wheat were ruined be- 
fore they could be cut. 

Corn is growing nicely, though un- 
! even in many localities. A good deal 
of the crop has been laid by in fine 
condition, but there is yet a large 
portion badly in need of cultivation. 
It is generally tasseling out and the 
! early planted silking. 

The tobacco crop, Oil the whole, is 
doing well, though many fields are 
i weedy and it has been too wet for 
| cultivation. It has had too much 
rain and there is complaint of french- 
| ing. Topping has begun. 

Oats are being harvested and are a 
| fine crop; the heads are well filled, 

\ but stock short. Rye is about all cut 
| and is an excellent crop. 

Grasses and meadows are in excel- 
| lent condition
